A portion of tbe 
goods, clothing an.l other supplii a 
contributed by tbe United Stares gov- 
ernment for tbe assistance of sufferers 
from the erupt- tis has been sold under 
its valne by the local governminent tn 
mcrohanta abroad, and the distribn 
tion of rations has been stopped and n 
state of semi-starvation prevails among 
some of the sufferers. An inadequate 
pittance of 25 cents weekly per adult 
is given to somo of the people and 
some hots have been erected for the 
homeless, tint they only measure eight 
feet by eight. Owing to the destruc 
tion of many of the estates a majority 
of tbe laborers are ont of employment 
and the government officials have been 
dilatory in allotting lands lor them to 
cultivate. The bulk of sufferers 
whose properties hare been devastated 
are reduced to a state of poverty and 
have not been relieved. They are ex- 
periencing great privation, while over 
1300,000 of the relief fund is still at 
the disinsal of the government. Hep*
